GLACIER THEIR HOME 
POR ALL WINTER 


First News of Second Mawson 
Party from the Arctic— 
What They Accomplished. 


Special Cable to Taw New York Titus. 

LONDON, June 1.—The first ac- 
count has reached England of the ex- 
periences of Frank Wild and his seven 
companions, who, forming the second 
base of Dr. Mawson’s antarctic expe? 
dition, lived on a glacier for a-“Winter 
and discovered. a great tract -of land 
with 350 miles. of coast line: This 
land, which rrobably * ‘extends - to. the 
pole itself, has been neces Queen 
Mary’s Land.’ 

Speaking to a newspaper represen~- 
tative, Mr. Wild: said: 

“We prepared for the ‘Winter. in our 
glacier home.."We dug a tunnel with 
caves to hold our ‘stores, and entered 
by means of a trapdoor on top, raised 
above the snow: We had a regular 
routine of work in the morning, with 
the afternoon off, 'We amused our- 
selves with hockey,. football, and -ski- 
ing - in’ fine weather, with ~ chess, 
checkers, and cards when. unable to 
venture out. 

“In“August we again made: prepara- 
tions for sledging, one party -of three 
going eastward and another. to the 
west. The latter surveyed all the 
coast line to the point reached by the 
German expedition of 1902. On one 
trip it did 510 miiles at an altitude: of 
2,000 to 3,000 feet, This party discoy- 
ered the largest EXmperor penguin 
rookery ever recorded, It was on an 
island sixty-five miles west of Glacier 
Hut, and here were congregated some 
7,000 young Emperor birds, in addition 
to innumerable ordinary penguins.

PARIS,:.June 1.—A prominent 
young member of a Paris club was 
visited recently by a handsome woman 
who represented herself as the Prin- 
cess Salm: and presented . & letter. of 
introduction :purporting to be “signed 
by Mer.’ Journe;. Canon’ of Caracas, 
whom the young ’man had’ met in’ so- 
ciety. The introduction ‘said that the. 
bearer was an illustrious widowed ‘for- 
eigner of great. ‘wealth, who. desired 
to enter Paris society, and requested 
the recipient of the note to‘assist: her.

The disposition of the sub-committee 
is to get through with the inquiry as 
quickly .as possible, and it is probable 
that it will hold night sessions to ac 
cOmplish this, . 

All the ninety-six members of the Sen- 


fate, including. those who compose the 


committee, will be required to answer 
me of 
which will require detailed explanation 
‘that is bound to consume considerable 
time: One of the questions requires éach 
Senator to give as fully as possible ac- 
counts of conversations held with per- 
sons interested in the tariff’ législation. 


Other questions, demand the names of 


such persons, and those of business con- 
cerns interested in the tariff with which 
Senators are connected. 

- All. Senators are expected to respond 
willingly to the questions, but many, 
of them are wondering just what to say 
about the scores of business and pro- 
fessional men who have been to see 
them about tariff matters since the bill 
passed the House.

BEEF TARIFF AIDS NEW YORK 


The West Will Cease to Monopolize 
Packing Trade, Bulletin Says. 


The Merchants’ Association, in its 
weekly bulletin, which will be issued to- 
day, points out that the meat packing 
industry will undergo important changes 
with the reduction of the tariff and the 
importation of beef from the Argentine. 
A lafge packing plant is to be estabd- 
lished in this city, Thé-Bulletin hears, 
and: it asserts that the ‘West will no 
longer monopolize the packing industry. 

“With the continued rapid settlement 
of the: West,” the bulletin says, ‘it is. 
becoming more and ‘more difficult to 
raise cattle in great numbers at a low 
cost, @ condition, which is resulting in 
a gradual decrease in the total cattle 
supply of the country. In the face of 
the decreased exports of meats: and the 
rapidly. increasing home consumption, 
this will inevitably result in three 
things: 

“First, the. Eastern farmer will find 
it increasingly profitable to enter cattle 


raising on a large scale; second, the im- 
portation of meats from such natural 
—52 regions as Argentine will fol- 
ow; third, there will be a decided les- 
sening of the amount of meat shipped 
from the Western packing establish- 
ments, and there wiH be a rapid incréasé 
in the wholesale’ slau, htering and pack- 
ing industry in the Eastern centres. 

his does not mean that New \York 
will rival the Chicago stock yards. It 
doés mean that New York will reap-the 
advantages which an increase of im- 
portance as a producing and manufact- 
uring eentre in the industry will bring. 
Itis the natural port of entry for the 
importation of dessed beef from Argen- 
tine, and is; therefore, the natural centre 
for the distribution of . these, products 
throughout the Eastern cities.

What safety can there ‘be when the 
discipline is of the railways by the 
unions, and not of the employ(s by 
the companies responsible for the 
safety of their trains? Labor leaders 
who spend their time thinking. up 
something new to “ put over” on the’ 
boss are not true friends of the unions,

for More comparative ethnology, 
Romances. is the failure of the 

Scotch as a people to 
observe ' Rooseveltian. moderation in the 
use of alcohol that the news of an in- 
crease of drunkenness among them will 
cause some surprise. The general im- 
pression, probably founded on the ob- 
servations of tourists, made while taking 
Saturday night strolls in Glasgow or 
Edinburgh, has been that an increment 
of intoxication was impossible. 

Of course the impression was false, 
and that an increase really has taken 
place of late is proved by the annuai 
report of the Prison Commissioners for 
Scotland. This is an elaborate. docu- 
ment of many pagés, with huge tables 
showing in just .what departures from 
rectitude this much-admired race in-. 
dulges, and with equally large charts 
presenting their assorted lapses. direct- 
ly to the eye. It is all very interesting, 
for from the maze 6f figures such bits 
of useful information—plums, one is 
tempted to call them—can be gleaned 
as that ten and a fraction out of every 
1,000 residents of Scotland got ‘‘ com- 
mitted ’’ last “year for one or another 
jailable offense. Those who escaped 
with an admonition were more numer- 
ous. For England and Wales the ratio 
was slightly under five per thousand. 
Cruelty to children, ‘an eccentricity of 
the Scotch which has-been ‘unrecorded 
by foreign visitors and native novelists, 
also receives dtterntion in this report as 
seemingly on the increase, though the 
Commissioners give it only passing note 
as a natural result of the extending 
drurtiipnneny’ among fathers and: ioth- 
ers. 

The picture as a whole is pretty dark 
so dark that one to whom its details 
are new feels inclined to wonder why 
Scottish virtues, rather than Seottish 
vices, are brought to mind when the 
land of heather and haggis is mentioned. 
That piety, at least of the Scotch varie- 
ty; can be c@mbined with many and 
decidedly grave faults of conduct is 
illustrated with curious persistence in 
the brief biographies of prison inmates, 
sixty. of -which, taken as they arrived, 
are given in the report. A typical case 
is that of a man who has been a’ regular 
churchgoer from his youth up, He is 
intelligent, active,\and industrious. But 
he gets drunk and then develops a 
violent and dangerous temper—which 
he is considerate enough never to dis- 
play until after he gets home! ‘He 
does not regard it as a disgrace to be 
in prison,’’ says the réport. What the 
wife whom he beats thinks of it is not 
stated.

CART BEFORE THE HORSE. 


Editor Betts Reduces Direct Nomi- 
nating to an Absurdity. 


T'o the Editor.of The New York Times: . 

I am glad to see Tum Times take a 
strong position in favor of preserving 
the State Convention. Direct nomina- 
tions and direct government are not 
progressive, but reactionary: They 
were the ‘form of government which 
was in vogue in the days of political 
barbarism, in the very childhood of 
the. race. Those who are advocating a 
pure democracy are advocating, as the 
Hon. Andrew D. White has well said, 
mobocracy, and they are masquerading 
as reformers in the soiled and blood- 
stained garments that barbarians 
wore. But there is one point in re- 
gard to their -contention which should 
be answered, which is plausible, but 
which is untrue, 

One of the stock arguments of our 
modern cffice-sceking progressives 
who are practicing the arts of the 
demagogues is the one to the effect 
that those who believe in a representa- 
tive democracy distrust the people. 
They take the position that only those 
who believe in a pure or direct democ- 
racy trust’the people. This is exactly 
the opposite of truth. Those who be- 
lieve in a representative. democracy be- 
Heve that tthe people are intelligent, 
honest and capable, and that therefore 
they can be trusted to select, as a rule, 
honest, intelligent, capable and worthy 
representatives to act for them. They 
believe that the people in. ‘their own 
community can select from _. their 
friends, neighbors, and prominent citi- 
zens honest. worthy, and capable delé- 
gates, just as well as they can sel t 
local village and town officers... But 
they contend that the people cannot se- 
lect officers hundreds of miles away 
under direct nominations, whom they 
have not seen and about whom they 
know nothing. ' 
On the other hand, those who believe 
in a pure democracy take the position 
that the people are _so ignorant, so 
feeble and so incompetent that they 
cannot intelligently and wisely select 








‘local representatives in their own com- 


munity from their friends and neigh- 
bors and prominent citizens where 
they are aided by the light of personal 
acquaintance and first-hand accurate 
information. Therefore, the advocates 
of a pure democracy declare that our 
representative system has broken 
down. They say that it must be abol- 
ished, and that public officers must4 
now be chosen all over the State by 
the people. directly. They take the 
position that the people cannot intelli- 
gently select delegates from their own 
friends and neighbors in their own 
community, but that they can wisely 
guess at the qualifications of public 
officers all pver the State without. 
having any personal knowledge or ac- 
curate information in regard to their. 
qualifications, 
Could anything be more 
and absurd?

LEGISLATION BY “ RIDERS.” 


Early Discouraged. by House of 
Lords in England. 


To the Editer of The New York Times: 

Referring to the embarrassmeht which 

President Wilson is now having in deal- 
ing with the “rider” attached to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, it is_in- 
teresting to read the criticism passed at 
an early date upon the practice of tack- 
ing bad pieces of. legislation on money 
bills in the. English Parliament, com- 
mented on by De Lolme in his “ Con- 
stitution of England,” (published by 
John Murray, London, 1789:) 

Without ‘looking further back for ex- 
amples than the reign of Charles II., we 
see that the House of Commons had, in that’ 
reign, begun to adopt the method of add- 
ing (or “‘ tacking,” as it is commonly ex- 
pressed) such bills as they wanted more 
particularly to have passed to their money 
bills. ‘This forcible use they made of their 

. undoubted privilege of granting money, if 
suffered to have grown into common prac- 
tice; would have totally destroyed the 
equilibrium that ought to subsist between 
them and the Crown. But the Lords took 
upon themselves the task of maintaining 
that. equilibrium; they complained with 
great~ warmth of ‘the several precedents 
that were made by the Commons 6f the 
practice we mention; they inSisted that 
bills should be; framed ‘‘in the old and de- 
cent way of Parliament ’’; and at last have’ 
made it a standing order of their House. to 
reject upon the sight of them all bills that 
are tacked to money bills.

Your t, Mrs. ‘Bamford, | ' 
asks’ “in all —— how. &@ woman 
can do anything, politically or other- 
wise, if she does not vote.” ‘That is a 
fair question. Let me answer it. 

‘Politically, she can study political 
questions, consult. with experienced 
and wise persons, write letters for the 
newspapers or articles in the maga- 
zines, appear before committees,. and 
even,.if she has a gift that way, make 
Speeches at public meetings... That is 


the-same right. He can do that with- 
out voting. If the newspapers are to 
be believed, neither Woodrow, Wilson 
nor Theodore Roosevelt voted at the 
last election. John Hay was. a resi- 
dent of the District of Columbia, and 
had no right. to vote. But he was an 
influential Secretary of State. 

“What your fair correspondent does 
not see is that men do not exercise po- 
litical influence by voting, but by: in- 
ducing others to vote, And that, 
women under our present laws are free 
to do. 

What-the suffragists- want is to im- 
pose upon women the burden of the 
suffrage, which the great majority of 
women do not want. They would call 
wives and mothers, who outnumber 
the unmarried women of voting: age 
eight to one, from the duty and privi- 
lege which they alone can perform, to 
engage in the strife.of politics.. Every 
one who has been active in politics 
knows it is a strife, and that if women 
Voted every Democratic: district leader 
would take pride in, inducing the wife 
or sister of. a Republican to vote the 
Democratic ticket, and vice wersa. If 
your friend thinks that would make for 
family peace she knows little of hu- 
man. nature. 

She twits the women who oppose po- 
litical suffrage for women with going 
outside their hdmés. They do it in self- 
defense, and -in. defense of the noble 
women in every walk of life who are 
absorbed in the care of their husbands 
and families and who do not want the. 
responsibility of the ballot thrust upon 
them. Men cannot do their work, and 
we do not ask them to do ours. Again 
your correspondent seems to take pride 
in the suffrage procession. I happen to 
know: that the suffragists used the most, 
strenuous efforts to induce both men 
and women to march. Personal ur- 
gency at every meetihg and in countless 
factories and shops was employed. What 
was the result? There are in New York 
City over a million and a half persons, 
men and women, of 21 years of age 
and upward. Of these less than eleven 
thousand, by actual count; marched in 
the procession. If there is camfort in 
this for the suffragists, they are wel- 
come, 

‘ The best description of that party was 
given by Theodore Roosevelt in his book 
on “ Americafi Ideals:” 

Then there are the believers in ‘* isms,’’ 
of whom the women suffragists stand in the 
firet rank. Now I. have always been a be- 
lever in woman's rights, but.I must con- 
fess I have never seen such a hopelessly 
impracticable set of persons as: the woman 
suffragists who came up to Albany to get 
legislation. They simply would not draw 
up their, measures in proper form; when I 
pointed out to one of them that their pro- 
posed bill was drawn up in direct defiance 
of certain -of the sections of the Constitu- 
tion of the State he blandly replied that he 
did. not care at all for ‘that, because the 
measure had been drawnj up so:as to be in 
accord with the Constitution of Heaven, 
There was no answer to this beyond the 
very obvious: one that Albany was in no 
way akin to Heaven. 

I do not see that the suffragists pay 
any more attention to facts than they 
did when Mr. Roosevelt was in the Leg- 
islature.

SPRINKLING WELL DONE. 





Fifth Avenue Merchants Willing to 
Pay Private Company. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
‘Merchants and property owners on Fifth 
Avenue do not pay for any street sprinkling 
because no sprinkling is done by the Street 
Cleaning Department. The streets certainly 
are alternately dry and wet, atherwise they 
would not be sprinkled at all, and that the 
sprinkling is unsatisfactorily done can hardly 
be the case, because hundreds of property 
owners subscribe to this service yearly. 

Taxpayers are not compelled to pay a trib- 
ute to any concern for this work, because 
there is no appropriation for the purpose, and 
the Street Cleaning Department lays no bur- 
den. on the taxpayers, as there {s no depart- 
mental provision made for it. 

As to the work being done in a haphazard, 
faulty manner, to use Mr. Friedman's words, 
‘“anybody with eyes can see” that the 
streets are sprinkled regularly every day, 
most of them being gone over at least three 
times daily, and this service is far from 
being ungatistactory or haphazard.

Sir Edward Grey’s Suffrage Views. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the British woman suffragist wilt cease 
from riotous warfare the chances for wo- 
man’s right to vote will be vastly improved. 
They have an immense asset in the friendli- 
ness to their cause of Sir Edward Grey, Sec-. 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, as he is 
a gentleman of great good sense, great good 
heart, and of. powerful influence. Though 
his Office does not deal with such questions 
as woman suffrage, his opinion on any sub-

BANKERS NOW DECIDE WARS. 


They Have Final Say in Interna- 
tional Disputes, Hénry Clews Says. 


Charles F. Lent presided last night 
at a meeting in the Nostrand Avenue 
Methodist Church in Brooklyn, held 
under the’ auspices. of the “American 
Peace and Arbitration League.- Henry 
Clews; President of the sociéty, in his 
address announced that President Wil- 
son had accepted the Honorary Presi- 
dency of the league, succeeding ex- 
President Taft. Mr. Clews said: 

“TI can attest to the difficulty of ob- 
taining funds for war. purposes from 
my own eéxperience in 1861, when as 
fiscal agent of the Government I had a 
large share in selling bonds to finance 
the civil war. The great bankers of 
Europe and the United States have 
often prevented war. Before actual 
hostilities commence théy are generally 
consulted by Governments, as they. pro- 
vide the sinews of war by the sale of 
bonds, and none know better than the 
bankers the ultimate. cost and destruc- 
tive effects of international strife. 

“The bankers of the world will no 
longer allow foolish and. unnecessary 
wars to be waged. They hold the purse 
strings, and in our time their decisions 
in grave emergencies are: final..Kings 
and rulers are in many cases mere fig- 
ureheads, and. the real po wer rests with 
those who control the finances and jn- 
dustries of a nation.”’ 

Hudson Maxim, the inventor of high 
explosives, said that. men of war were 
really the best peace men. He asserted 
that he stood squarely on the league’s 

latform for the settlement of interna- 

onal disputes through conciliation, di- 

lomacy, mediation, and judicial arbi- 

tion conducted in a permanent inter- 
national court to be maintained at The 


Hague.

LONDON, June 1—With the signa- 
ture of the treaty of peace the cloud 

of apprehension which has overhung 
the markets for months’ was removed, | — 
but the City received the news almost 
with unconcern, gloom _ prevailing 
throughout the week.

One factor in the depression is 
money.

The present’ trouble in the City is 
not the ordinary fear of dear money, 
but of a strike by the investor who 


finds the demand for capital ‘too ‘in- 
sistent and beyond his power to sat- 


isfy. Alarmed by the reckless flood- 
ing of the market with recent loans, it 
is understood that the underwriting 
interests have decided to call a halt 
with regard to underwriting new is- 


sues until the undigested stock is ab- 
sorbéd. *'This policy is expected to 


lead to a gefieral revival of business.

While our market was in session. 
the matters which chiefly engaged its 
attention were the Frisco receivership 
and the formation of the plans which 
the Union Pacific is submitting to 
the United States Circuit Court in 
obedience to the decree ordering the 
separation of the Southern Pacific 
from .the Union Pacific. Had there 
been any reason for regarding the 
affairs of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco as typical of the railway situa- 
tion as a whole ‘very grave and wide- 
spread concern would have been 
caused by the insolvency of. that 
road. As it was the news of the 
Frisco receivership had- most effect 
on the lower-priced securities, while’ 
the majority of those in stronger po- 
sition were very little affected.. Any 
jone who has at any recent: perio@’ 
bought the junior securities of the 
Frisco system has known, or ought, 
to have known, that he was engaging 
in a speculative rather than in ‘an 
investment transaction. For ‘this rea- 
son there was less merit than would 
otherwise have attached to the crit- 
icisms which were directed against 
the American security market by the 
‘| French bankers, who were aroused by 
the news of. the Frisco receivership. 
The junior bonds of the company had 
‘been selling, indeed had been placed 
-by ‘the company itself, at prices 
which yielded a rate of interest 
which clearly carnied a warning that 
a good deal of risk .was being as-. 
sumed by the purchaser.. More than'| 
in the case of any other railroad the 
bondholders of the Frisco were part- 
ners in the enterprise rather than its 
mere creditors. The stockholders 
were the nominal rather than. the 
real owners of the property to so 
sreat.an extent had that been mort- 
gaged to others There was no occa- 
sion for some of the spokesmen ot 
the Frisco interests laying. the re- 
ceivership at the door of Congress or 
of “the State Legislatures because of 
the exactions of Governmental reg- 
ulation. Some of those exactions go 
further than fair treatment of “the 
railroads warrants, but the cause of 
the Frisco’s troubles lay in an en- 
tirely different direction. It assumed

The opportunity 
is now afforded to place the Frisco 
system upon a sound financial basis, 
and this opportunity shoyld not be 
lost for. the.sake of any temporary 
advantage ‘in reorganization, In the 
new establishment of the company, 
when the present receivership -has 
been lifted, fixed .charges. should be 
kept well within the bounds of safety.

In view of the direct. bearing which 
‘the efforts of the European markets 
to strengthen their holdings have had 
on our own. situation through the 
French demand for gold here, more 
than passing interest attaches to the 
fact that of late it has seemed very 
plain that Germany was following in 
the footsteps of France in’ making 
unusual efforts to increase its gold 
holdings.

It is.worthy, of note that New York 
bank-reserves were considerably en- 
largéd during the latest. gold out- 
flow from: this market. The bank 
statement last ‘wéek showed a de- 
crease in surplus, but only to a-nom-

‘there is for a strain this Fall when 
money-market demands will be larg- 
est the less will be the chance of a 
strain actually occurring.
